MUNICH, Germany (UP) — John 
Hvasta, 26 year-old American who 
fled a Czechoslovak prison and elud­ 
ed capture by the Communists for 
21 months, left for his Hillside, N. 
J , home today via Zurich, Switzer­ 
land and London. 
The hero of a fantastic adven­ 
ture behind the Iron Curtain, left 
here at 12:45 p. rn. in a Swiss air 
liner. 
Among those bidding him 
farewell was Jaroslav Bures, one 
of five other anti Communists who 
escaped with him from the grim 
I.eopoldov 
prison 
in 
Bratislava, 
Czechoslovakia 
Hvasta was due to fly from Lon­ 
don at 7 p 
rn. London time for 
New York, due at Idlewild Inter­ 
national Airport Saturday morning. 
Still 
nervous after his ordeal, 
Hvasta refused to talk to the 30 
newsmen and photographers ga»h-; 
ered to see him off, despite a press 
conference 
which 
the 
American 
consulate had arranged. 
Sentenced By Reds 
Hvasta remained silent also at 
Zurich, where his plane arrived for 
a brief pause on its way to London. 
By special request of the American 
consulate general in Zurich, Swiss 
police refused to permit newsmen 
near the plane 
The young Czech-born, natural­ 
ized American had served in the 
Navy and then gone back to Czech­ 
oslovakia to study under the GI 
hill of rights 
The Reds had sen­ 
tenced him to prison as a spy. With 
his companions, 
he 
had escaped 
through a hole in the prison wall.! 
For 21 months he had eluded the 
Communist secret police. Last Oct. 
2. he had managed to slip into the 
American 
Embassy 
in 
Prague. 
There he had been sheltered until. 
by negotiation with the Red gov­ 
ernment, he was permitted to leave 
Thursday 
Homeward Bound 
Hvasta 
chatted 
in 
the 
airport 
lounge with his old cellmate Bures. 
The other passengers boarded the 
plane. 
The loudspeaker announced 
tile plane was about to take off. 
Hvasta sprinted to the plane. 
A stewardess slammed the door, 
the plane took off and Hvasta was 
homeward bound. 
Hvasta 
came 
to 
Munich 
from 
Nuernberg this morning in a ear 
with two State Department offi­ 
cials. 
He was kept hidden here until 
plane time. 
The two U. S. officials who ac­ 
companied Hvasta were identified 
as Nat King, Laredo, Tex., coun­ 
selor of the Prague Embassy, and 
John D. lams, Tulsa, Okla., first 
secretary. 
King and lams told United Press 
Staff Correspondent Harold Melahn 
in Nuernberg that Hvasta did not

IP— The United States 
today accused Russia of attempt 
ing. in the Big Four foreign min 
isters’ conference, to push the So­ 
viet sphere frontier westward from 
the Elbe to the Rhine river.

he presented Thursday 
for reuniting Germany. 
II. S 
Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles warned Molotov that 
“ it is tate, but not too late" to 
seriously try to reach an agree 
ment on Germany 
His remarks were viewed as a 
hint 
the West 
might 
be getting 
ready to pull out of the confer 
win* ®uce. 
Molotov, in Thursday s discour 
aging conference session, rejected 
the West’s proposals for free all 
German elections as a first step 
toward reuniting the divided coun­ 
try. 
Instead, 
Molotov proposed 
for 
mation of a provisional all German 
government* before elections are 
held and withdrawal of all occu­ 
pation troops prior to the elections 
This, the West said, would be 
the equivalent of an invitation to 
the Communists to gobble up all 
Germany. 
The Western Big Three foreign 
ministers agreed, prior to the* open­ 
ing of today’s formal conference 
session, 
to reject the * S o v i e t 
“ peace” and elections plan. 
Prepare Replies 
The three Western foreign min­ 
isters held a noon meeting at the 
British high commissioner’s resi 
dence to prepare their replies to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Vyaches­ 
lav M. Molotov’s German propos­ 
als. 
They agreed that: 
1. The five-poinl 
plan 
put 
for 
ward by Molotov Thursday is un­ 
acceptable in every way and must 
be rejected outright. 
2. The East West 
deadlock on 
Germany is so complete that there 
no longer is any hope of reaching 
agreement in the present confer­ 
ence on German unity or a peace 
treaty. 
3. The West will refuse any face- 
saving device such as turning over 
the Molotov plan to experts for 
further discussion, if the Russians 
should make such a proposal 
Molotov’s 
impossible 
demands 
and the West’s refusal to consider 
them meant that the Big Four for 
eign ministers’ conference was all 
but dead. 
A high conference source said 
the time had come for finding that 
further debate on German unifica­ 
tion was useless at this time.

Andersen “ for adults only” weren’t 
trying to protect the kiddies from 
the immortal Danish story-teller, 
they said today. 
They were protecting Andersen 
from the children. 
A spokesman for the state library 
said a 100-year old volume of An­ 
dersen's 
classic fairy tales was 
stamped to save it from the grimy 
fingers of grade school youngsters 
That didn’t explain why the state 
library also gave the red ink treat­ 
ment to “ Pilgrim's Progress.” "20,- 
000 Leagues Under the Sea.” "A lex­ 
ander Botts the Tractor Salesman” 
and many other books, many of 
them classic like 
Jane Austen’s 
“ Pride and Prejudice.” 
But there was an explanation 
In fact, several of them. 
C'arpentier Explains 
Secretary of State Charles Car­ 
penter, w ho is also state librarian, 
said in Chicago he was “ following 
standard practice" and profession­ 
al* librarians would laud him. 
He said that all books marked 
“ Y ,” in the standard catalogue of 
fiction, is a library .science refer­ 
ence. which means they are meant 
for readers over 13-years-old. and 
all books not in the catalogue were 
.stamped 
“ The flags’ we put in books are 
to help inexperienced librarians fol­ 
low standard practice,” he said. 
He said that books like “20,000 
Leagues Under the Sea” — Jules 
Verne’s science fiction thriller of 
the last century—would now have 
to be stamped “ Y ,” also meaning 


they could be checked out to chil­ 
dren over 13. 
But Joseph H Belair, a Carpen- 
tier aide in Springfield, had a dif­ 
ferent explanation. 
He said the library staff decided 
to put the stamp on all books in 
the adult section of the state li­ 
brary and then go back later and 
remove 
it 
from 
certain 
books 
which were okay for children 
Says “ Misunderstanding 
He also said the “ adults only” 
stamp was intended only for truly 
adult 
literature 
and some " Y ” 
books were stamped through er­ 
ror 
He said in such cases “ the 
stamp will be taken out.” 
How did the library workers ov­ 
erlook the “Y” marking and stamp 
the books for adults? 
“ That's what I don’t understand 
either,’’ said Belair 
Mrs Helene Rogers, assistant Ii 
brarian who actually runs the de 
partment 
for Carpenter, said it 
was all a “ misunderstanding.” 
Spokesmen 
said 
there 
actually 
were IO volumes of Andersen in 
the children’s shelves of the li­ 
brary, which serves community li­ 
braries throughout the state, and 
the children could read those 
The stamping campaign was a 
substitute for Carpenter's order to 
ban all books “ pertaining to sex ” 
His staff, which C'arpentier called 
“ over zealous.” took 
6,000 books 
off the shelf obeying that order 
It was all pretty confusing. 
But 
as the Duchess said to Alice dur 
ing her wanderings through Won­ 
derland: 
“ Tut tut. child 
Everything has 
a moral if you can only find it ”

Hits Lack of 


’Zest for Work’

NEW YORK HP — Between 1929 
and 
1952 
“ lazy 
and 
stubborn’’ 
Am erican workers increased from 
IO per cent to over 20 per cent of 
the whole, a social scientist said 
today. 
* 
He wanted to know what 
had 
happened to “ the zest for w ork’’ of 
these workers—was it “gone” or 
was 
it in “hiding” ? 
It 
w asn’t 
' “ gone” entirely, he answered him 
self, but it was going to take a 
lot of looking to find it. 
“ Today the 
problem, 
to 
my 
mind, should be taken as seriously 
as our defense effort, because, if 
the majority of us become mem 
hers 
of the 
‘lazy’ group 
and 
worse, 
America 
cannot fail 
to 
suffer eventually the fate of ‘lazy,’ 
disillusioned France, which fell so 
easily 
before 
hardw orking 
Cor 
m any,” said Rexford Hersey, of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
“ Boss” looses Authority 
Hersey 
conducted 
a scientific 
study 
of the on-job 
and off-job 
behavior and attitudes of groups 
of Pennsylvania railroad workers 
in 
1927 
and 
1928 
He 
repeated 
these 
studies 
in the same shops 
from 1950 through 1953. 
Com par­ 
isons 
of the two 
sets of results 
were tin* basis of his conclusions 
One big reason for the increase 
of the “ lazy and stubborn” is that 
the “ boss” has lost his authority— 
workers aren ’t afraid of the “ boss” 
any more. 
Nevertheless, he added, the at­ 
titudes of everyone have changed 
since 1929, and “ conditions existing 
cither in the body and mind of 
the individual or in his social and 
home environment can cause him 
to lose any zest for work he may 
have 
had to become 
a problem 
ease.” 
Complex Problem 
“ The zest for work” is in “ hid­ 
ing” in the lazy workers, he said, 
because: (Ii “ th e re is no author­ 
ity in industry that they feel 
is 
truly 
concerned 
with 
their well- 
being 
12) 
They have “ little fear 
of punitive action — the foreman 
is afraid of the Veterans’ Admin 
i-tralion or undue union influence 
in the higher levels of the griev­ 
ance machinery. 
(3) Lack of “ a 
definite, clear-cut tie-in 
between 
increased reward and 
increased 
knowledge or production. (4/ Lack 
of “real pleasure” in work and of 
“ joy in accomplishment.” (5) Lack 
of “obvious ideals.” 
Changing the attitudes of 
the 
“ lazy” 
group 
was 
a “complex 
problem ,’’ he said. “Home, church, 
trade union, management, and tho 
man himself” were all needed to 
do it. 
Hersey 
has 
incorporated 
his 
studies in a book, “The Individual 
In Industrial Relations.” which 
to be published this year. 
He 
adapted a chapter of it for “ Men­ 
tal Hygiene,” organ of the National 
As sax; i a Item lot
